It is, therefore, with 
regret that we find a record of 
very little done since the in- 
auguration of the organisation. 
Many members have joined, but 
to, date the Society has accom- 
plished practically nothing in 
the way of retaining their in- 
terest. It is true that the hot 
months of summer -are not con- 
ductive to great energy, but, 
even after making full allowance 
for this fact, we feel that op 
portunities have been missed. 

We want to see the, Radio 
Society a real, live body—not 
merely another name added to 
the list of Hongkong’s moribund 


lorganisations. It should help 


rather than hinder any develop- 
ment’ whatever which tends to 
increase the opportunities locally 
for radio enthusiasts to take an 
active part’in their hobby.
